Welch Sees An Immense Red Peril

SACRAMENTO —“ The dang­ 
ers of Communism are both im­ 
mense and immediate; we need 
sufficient understanding of the 
problems 
involved," 
Robert 
Welch, founder of the John Birch 
Society, told a crowd of ap­ 
proximately 750-800 persons at 
the Westlake Inn, Sacramento, 
last night. 
Approximately 
50 attended 
from Red Bluff. 
"Communism uses equality as 
a deception and they have ab­ 
solutely no interest in true 
equality 
concerning people," 
Welch declared. "The Com­ 
munist 
conspiracy, 
which 
has been in existence since the 
1840*5 was once called The 
League of Just Men but it was 
far from that. In 1848, the Com­ 


munist 
Manifesto was 
pub. 
iished." 
"Large sums of money from. 
England, Germany and espec­ 
ially the United States simport­ 
ed the movement in 1917. It 
now seems more likely that the 
greatest concentration of in­ 
fluence is right here in theU.S. 
"Charles DeGaul of France, 
W llliam Brandt, West Germany, 
Dwight Eisenhower, John F os­ 
ter Dulles, A Hen Dulles, John 
Kennedy, Robert Kennedy, Ed­ 
ward Kennedy and others were 
pushed by the conspiracy.’’ 
“What is Communism today?* 
Welch asked, and he said; “ The 
amount of guilt to be shared by 
all is beyond compr ehension. 
The 
Communists committed 
many ruthless, chlUing acts and 
murdered after torturing 10 


miUlon of their own people. In 
1919, there were murder trains 
in Hungary. Many of the po­ 
pulace were murdered on the 
spot. Then there was the take­ 
over of Poland and other coun­ 
tries later. 
'"In. Europe, the Spanish Civil, 
War was a nightmare. The Ro­ 
man Catholics were opposed to 
the 
approaching dictatorship 
and 
many 
devoted followers 
there were killed. Nuns were 
tortured 
and 
murdered 
and 
churches burned down. 
"Communism is cruelty or 
terror and murder in cold blood 
to achieve certain goals. Peace 
has a meaning to Communists, 
ft means no resistance to Com­ 
munism." 
W elch discussed other historic 
incidents including Stalin's de­ 


cision to destroy Poland, the fall 
of modern Hungary and other 
nations to the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 
"The UJS. has Lost prestige 
for lack of leadership,’’ Welch 
told the Sacramento audience. 
"This country did, not .support 
a number of nations that re - 
beUed against Communism.’’

"You can't just take it with 
you, and there are good reasons 
why you shouldn't try." That 
is the lesson being learned by 
an Increasing number of per* 
sons who try to bypass Cab 
ifornla's plant quarantine laws 
when they move into the state. 


A case in point is of one fam- 
ily which recently moved to 
California from a. southeastern 
state. Hating to part with the 
pretty azaleas and ferns in 
the yard of their former home, 
they packed them In boxes au£ 
shipped them to their new home 
by air express. This attempt 
at instant landscaping struck 
a snag when arrival of the boxes 
in California — marked as "cut 
flowers" was reported to the 
County Agricultural Commls. 
sioner's office. County inspec- 
tors found the shipment In vio- 
lation of several state and fed- 
eral quarantines established to 
prevent spreading new, harm, 
ful pests into new areas. In addi* 
tion, soil and root samples from 
the plants contained more than 
half a dozen different nematode 
pests. 


The plants and soil were 


thoroughly fumigated and safely 
buried in the city dump, after 
which the woeful homeowner 
made a new start with plants 


purchased from a California li- 
censed and inspected nursery. 
The sadder but wiser gardener 
might have legally brought with 
him certain plants from his 
former home If he had con* 
tacted the local agricultural of- 
ficial at point of origin. By doing 
so, he would have determined 
which plants he could have 
brought. He could then have the 
plants treated to kill specif* 
ic pests, and obtained the neces- 
sary certificate indicating com* 
pliance with state and federal 
quarantine laws. The official at 
point of origin could issue a 
certificate which would be ac- 
cepted in California. 
Hay and feed grain moving Into 
California from out of state 
is many times infested with 
noxious weeds and could become 
established within the state. All 
shipments should be held for in- 
spection before using. 
Also, 


many wild animals from other 
states or foreign countries are 
prohibited from entering Cai. 
ifornia by law except under cer- 
tain permits. 
Protecting 
California from 


new pests which could attack our 
food crops, forest, parks and 
home gardens is one important 
way of assuring an improved*en> 
vironment. The fewer pests we 
have the fewer pesticides we 
need to use. 


Universities Search 
For DDT Solution

Screwworm Works 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Only 219 
confirmed cases of screwworm 
infestation in livestock were re- 
ported last year, the lowest 
tally on record, the Agricul- 
ture Department reported. 
This compared with a serious 
outbreak of 9,878 cases in 1968. 
The best previous year was 1964 
when 403 cases were reported.

worm situation and with the help 
of southwestern ranchers we 
can stay there," said Dr. E.E. 
Sanlmon, head at the Agricul- 
tural Research Service animal 
health division. 


Since 1962, the United States 
and Mexico have been waging a 
screwworm eradication war us- 
ing sterile flies which breed, lay 
unfertilized eggs in open wounds 
in livestock but produce no lar- 
vae-screw worms —which can 
cripple or kill the animals. 
Saulmon said the additional 
$1.4 million provided by Con* 
gress last spring enabled the 
program to operate fully during 
the remainder of the year.

That 
is the lesson being learned by 
an Increasing number of per* 
sons who try to bypass C al* 
ifornia’s plant quarantine law s 
when they m ove Into the state. 
A case in point is of one fam ­ 
ily which 
recen tly moved to 
C alifornia from a southeastern 
state. 
H ating to part with the 
pretty azaleas 
and ferns 
in 
the yard of th e ir form er hom e, 
they packed them in boxes and 
shipped them to their new home 
by a ir exp ress. 
This attem pt 
at 
instant landscaping struck 
a snag when a rriv a l of the boxes 
in C alifo rnia — marked as “ cut 
flow ers” w as reported to the 
County 
A g ricu ltu ral Com m is. 
sioner’s o ffice. County inspec­ 
tors found the shipment in vio ­ 
lation of se v e ra l state and fed* 
eral quarantines established to 
prevent spreading new, harm ­ 
ful pests into new areas. In addi­ 
tion, soil and root sam ples from 
the plants contained more than 
lialf a dozen different nematode 
pests. 
The 
plants 
and 
soil w ere 
thoroughly fum igated and safely 
buried in the c ity dump, after 
which the 
w oeful homeowner 
made a new sta rt with plants 


purchased from a C alifo rn ia li­ 
censed and Inspected n u rsery. 
The sadder but w iser gardener 
might have leg ally brought w ith 
him certain plants from his 
form er home if he had con. 
tacted the lo cal agricu ltu ral of- 
ficia l at point of origin. B y doing 
so, he would have determ ined 
which 
plants 
he 
could have 
brought. He could then have the 
plants treated to k ill specif­ 
ic pests, and obtained the neces­ 
sary certificate indicating com­ 
pliance w ith state and federal 
quarantine law s. The o fficia l at 
point of o rigin could issue a 
certificate w hich would be ac­ 
cepted in C alifo rn ia. 
Hay and feed grain moving into 
C alifornia 
from 
out of state 
is 
many 
tim es infested w ith 
noxious weeds and could become 
established w ithin the state. A ll 
shipments should be held fo r in­ 
spection before using. 
A lso, 
many w ild anim als from other 
states or foreign countries are 
prohibited from entering C al­ 
ifornia by law except under ce r­ 
tain perm its. 
Protecting 
C alifo rnia 
from 
new pests w hich could attack our 
food crops, fo rest, parks and 
home gardens is one im portant 
way of assuring an im p ro veí en­ 
vironm ent. The fewer pests we 
have the few er pesticides we 
need to use.

"Yon can’t lust take it with 
you, and there a re good reasons 
why you shouldn't try,” That 
Is the lesson being learned by 
an increasing number of per* 
sons who try to bypass Cal­ 
ifornia's plant quarantine laws 
when they move into the state. 
A case In point Is of one fam­ 
ily which recently moved to 
California from a southeastern 
state. 
Hating to' part with the 
pretty azaleas and ferns 
in 
the yard of their former home, 
they packed them in boxes and 
shipped them to their new home 
by air express. 
This attempt 
at instant landscaping struck 
a snag when arrival of the boxes 
to California — marked as "cut 
flowers” was reported to the 
County Agricultural Commis­ 
sioner’s office. County inspec­ 
tors found the shipment in vio­ 
lation of several state and fed. 
eral qua rant tnes established to 
prevent spreading 'new, harm­ 
ful. pests into'new areas. In addi­ 
tion, soil and root samples from 
the plants contained more than 
iiaif a dozen different nematode 
pests. 
The 
plants 
and 
soil were 
thoroughly funi igated and safely 
buried in the' city dump, aftei 
which the woeful homeowner 
made a new start with plants 


purchased from • California li­ 
censed and inspected nursery. 
The eadder but wiser gnrdsner 
might haw legally brought with 
film certain plants from his 
form er home If he bad con­ 
tacted the local agricultural of­ 
ficial at point of origin. By doing 
so, he would haw determined 
which 
plants 
he could haw 
brought. He could then have the* 
plants treated to kill specif­ 
ic: pests, and obtained the use# '8» 
sary certificate indicating com­ 
pliance with state and federal 
quarantine laws. The official at 
point of origin could issue a 
certificate which would be ac­ 
cepted to California. 
Hay and feed grain moving into 
California from out of state 
Is many tim es infested with 
noxious weeds and could become 
established within the state. All 
shipments should be held for In­ 
spection before using. 
Also, 
many wild animals from other 
states or foreign countries are 
prohibited from entering Cal­ 
ifornia by law except under cer­ 
tain permits.

food crops, forest, parks and 
home gardens is one important 
way 'Of assur ing an im proveí en.

Two U. C, campuses are in­ 
volved. 
At Berkeley, a re­ 
search team led by John E. 
Casida will trace the chemical 
pathways of insecticides inside 
living organism s, and in the en> 
vironroeni. They also w ill study 
other chem icals that work with, 
pesticides, changing their be­ 
havior. 
At Riverside, T. R. Fukuto and 
R. B. March will work on syn­ 
thesis 
of

candidate 
compounds, and on Insecticide 
resistance In pest species. 
Also involved in the multi- 
campus project are R, L. Met­ 
calf at the University of Illinois, 
and C. R. Wilkinson and R. D. 
O’Brien at Cornell University. 
At those locations, with an addi­

says Dlst. A tty. Dennis Evans, 
who 
successfully prosecuted 
one cattle theft this week in the 
ranching town of Fallon. "M ust 
of these ranchers wonder why 
tf s not as simple as in Che old 
days.” 
In the old days, a non found 
with another man’s cattle had to 
survive lynch-minded ranchers 
before looking forward to a 


speedy trial and the' sheriff’s 
noose, 
Justice and the rustlers have 
become 
more sophisticated. 
The big hangup, says Evans, 
is to catch the rustler with the 
goods, and then to prove he came 
by them dishonestly. 
There 
are 
big, wide-open 
range areas where we don’t 
get any reports of cattle m issing 
for months. Rustling is done at 
night in obscure areas with 


four-wheel drive rigs,” Evans 
says. 
’ If vie can. get a few convic­ 
tions, we may be able to slow 
it up,” says Roy Young, a ranch­ 
er and state assemblyman who 
heads the group of ranchers oí- 
fe nag the reward. 11 We have to 
do something.”

Central Division — Chicago, 
Detroit, Green Bay and Minne­ 
sota. 
West Division —Atlanta, Los

WASHINGTON -When Amer- 
ica's most notorious anti-Sem- 
ite Gerald L. K. Smith, sits 
down for tonight to write his 
hate sheets, he should Include 
kindly words for Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans and 
Secretary 
of Transportation 


John Volpe. 
For they, at the suggestion 
of Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller of 
Arkansas, went ahead with a 
$182,000 federal grant to build 
a fine road to Smith's "Christ 
of the Ozarks" project near Eu- 
reka Springs, Ark. 
They stuck to their decision 
despite this column's revela- 
tion that Smith originated the 
Ozarks project and that his 
hate-echoing editor Charles F. 
Robertson is the "coordina- 
tor." 
Nevertheless, Stans and Volpe 
approved the use of the tax- 
payers' money to pave the run- 
down road to the seven-story- 
high statue, thus giving federal 
support to Smith's project. Then 
Stans tried to justify his action 
with what turns out to be aphony 
"investigation." 
The statue of Christ is a mock- 
ery of all that the Savior taught, 
for it was built by the Elna 
M. Smith Foundation, named af- 
ter the racist's wife and origin- 
ated by Smith himself. 
For those who have never en- 
countered Smith's literature, it 
bristles with hatred for the 
Jews whom Smith calls "Sat- 
anic" and for the Negroes whom 
he describes as "black savag- 
es." 
Even Robert Welch, found- 
er of the John Birch Society, 
ordered his members to have 
nothing to do with Smith's poli- 
tical party, the "Christian Na- 


tionalist CruMde." 


PIOUS, BUT WILLING 
After this column exposed the 
$182,000 grant, 
a top-level 


meeting was called Into urgent 
session at Fort Smith, Ark. 
Winthrop Rockfeller and the 
three other governors who make 
up the commerce Department's 
Ozarks National commission 
met 
with Undersecretary of 


Commerce Rocco Slcillano and 
the Commission's federal co- 
chairman, E. L. Stewart Jr. 
All piously agreed they did not 
like Smith's race-baiting. Ste- 
wart was directed to investigate 
the grant, but Rockefeller said 
pointedly that If the probe turn- 
ed up nothing PROCEDURALLY 
wrong with the project, then 
Arkansas 
wanted it to go 


through. 


On Jan. 6, Stewart — still 
sanctimoniously protesting his 
dislike for Smith's doctrines- 
announced the federal 
funds 


would be paid out. To smooth 
down the outcry of the Anti- 
Defamatlon League and other 
concerned citizens, Stans' of- 
fice also Issued a "white pap- 
er." 
Although the original plans 
had made no mention of mall and 
school buses, the "white paper" 
suddenly seeks to pass off the 
road to Smith's project as a 
school and mail route. 
Furthermore, the commerce 
Department says that it was only 
"alleged" — not proved —the 
funds were going to promote a 
project of Smith's. Yet the evi- 
dence is abundantly available. 


Stewart admitted that he did not 
even bother to inquire during 
his "Investigation" whether 
Smith was in fact the financial 
angel behind the project. 


RECORDS REVEAL FACTS 
This column, however, has 
turned up Smith's own records 
which show that Ms anti-Semi- 
tic party funded the tax-free 
foundation that built the Christ 
of the Ozarks statue. 


In 1966, the racist group 
"loaned" $42,300 totheFoun- 
datlon . In 1967, the sworn rec- 
ords show another $15,125 was 
channeled to the Foundation. In 
1968, it was $2*7,700 and in 
1969, the records indicate the 
figure will be between $15,- 
000 and $30,000. 
Thus, the total for these four 
years reaches over $100,000. 
Stewart said lamely he was un- 
aware of this fact. 
In the application for the feder- 
al grant, the Arkansas spons- 
ors described the statue, tongue 
In 
cheek, 
as a "non-profit 


Christian shrine complex" and 
neglected to mention a "Passion 
Play" which Is presented as 
part of the project. 


A. L. Botnlck, head of the Anti- 


Defamation League's regional 
office, however, told of his visit 
there in 1968; 


"The message is clear; it Is 


that the Jews as a people then 
and now are guilty of delcide 
(killing God) . . . Actors de- 
picting blood-thirsty Jews hys- 
terically chant 'Crucify Him, 
Crucify Him.' . . . The culpa- 
bility of the whole Jewish peo- 
ple is the theme of the play and 
It comes across loud and clear 
over the speakers." 


Smith has vowed the content of 


the play will not be changed 
no matter what the pressure. 
Stewart said he also had not 
investigated the content of the 
play which federal funds now 
will be supporting.

Well, some people seem to 
like my old writings, being In 
Red Bluff since 1893. Of course, 
there have been lots of chan- 
ges. 
Well, let's start on the 600 
block east southeast. AlexCoen 
used to have a dry goods store, 
later on George Heltman took 
it over. Yes, It was a real nice 
store. 
You could buy some 


things for less than $5, try It 
now. Morris and Campbell also 
had a fhie dry goods store there. 
Then there was Archambault 
and Beauchemln. They were re- 
lated some way by their wives. 
Then Norvell had a clothing 
store. Later on they moved up 
the next block where N orvell and 
Hunter were, later on J. L. 
Thackeray had an electric shop 
In it. 
Then came Schoenfeld'sStore. 
He had quite a lot of space, 
that's where Kemp's usedtobe, 
He had a girl named GOlda. I 
use to go to school with her 
In 1893, the old Oak Street 
School where the Veterans Hall 
is now. Her brother Abe, pass- 
ed away a short time ago. It 
was In the Dally News when he 
died. He had a lot of stuff In 
his store. It was mostly junk, 
but one thing he sold was the 
old Edison round cylinder phon- 
ograph. I bought one from him. 
I think It cost $65.1 still have 
it, still plays good. I don't have 
many records anymore. They 
all wear out or get scratched 
up. 
Next to It was Underbill and 
Colman's butcher shop. 1 want- 
ed to learn a trade, so I got a 
job there. I slept In the back of 
the shop, had a little cot I slept 
on. In the summer, It would get 
pretty hot in there. The night 
watchman use to wake me up at 
5 a.m. I had to feed the horses 
we used to deliver meat with, 
had a little spring wagon. Also 
the boss had a horse he would 
use at times to see people that 
bad beef cattle to sell. 


In the back of the shop by the 
alley there was a big Iron door 
we had to lock to keep people 
out. I remember one time I 
thought 
the 
watchman had 


forgotten to wake me up. As I 
had no clock I had to go out In 
front of the store to look at the 
big town clock where Zuckwei- 
ler Is now. I got out a little 
too far and the door slammed 
behind me. There I stood on 
Main St., all naked. I didn't 
know what to do. I finally ran 
around the block. There were 
some boxes in the alley, and I 
thought I could hide in there till 
the boss came. Anyway, when I 
got in the alley back of the 
shop, I found out I had forgot- 
ten to lock the back door. Gee, 
it felt fine to get back in the 
shop again. 


About SchoenfeM, he was a 
Jew. Down the block this sid« of 
the Catholic Church was a Chi- 
nese lavxlry.The chinamen us« 
to b«y meat at Underhtll and 
Colman's. 
I r«m«mb«r one 


morning just before noon the 
Chinaman came in to buy some 
meat. Schoenfeld came In about 
the same time. He winked at me 
and said, "You old Chinaman, 
you work cheaper than a white 
man.

WASHINGTON — When A m er­ 
ica’s most notorious anti-Sem ­ 
ite Gerald L. K. Smith, sits 
down for tonight to write his 
hate sheets, he should Include 
kindly words for Secretary of 
Commerce Maurice Stans and 
Secretary 
of 
Transportation 
John Volpe. 
For they, at the suggestion 
of Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller of 
Arkansas, went ahead with a 
$182,000 federal grant to build 
a fine road to Smith’s “ C hrist 
of the O zarks” project near Eu­ 
reka Springs, Ark. 
They stuck to their decision 
despite this column’s revela­ 
tion 
that Smith originated the 
Ozarks 
project 
and that his 
hate-echoing editor Charles F . 
Robertson 
is 
the “ coordina­ 
to r.” 
Nevertheless, Stans and V o lp e 
approved the use of the tax­ 
payers’ money to pave the run­ 
down road to the seven-story- 
high statue, thus giving federal 
support toSm ith’sproject.T hen 
Stans tried to Justify his action 
with what turns out tobe aphony 
“ investigation.” 
The statue of Christ is a m ock­ 
ery of all that the Savior taught,

The Bureau of Reclamation 
hat, completed a preliminary 
report on a potential closed 
aqueduct, 
submerged in the 


ocean off the Pacific Coast to 
deliver 
needed future water 


supplies 
from 
northern to 


southern California, the De- 
partment of the Interior re- 
ports. 


The plan would pick up flows 
from the Klamath River and 
other northern California riv- 
ers which now discharge large 
volumes of unused water into 
the ocean. 
The pre-reconnaissance type 
report is being forwarded to the 
Interior 
and 
appropriations 


Committees of both houses of 
Congress, in response to ur- 
gent priority recommendations 
as to completion of the study. 


The study considers four maj- 
or elements. 
1. A preliminary evaluation 


of projected demands for water 
in southern California and po- 
tential supplies available from 
northern California. 


2. An analysis of the state of 


knowledge regarding material 
for the pipeline and accessor- 
ies, the environment of the un- 
dersea aqueduct, construction 
problems and available infor- 
mation on tides, waves, cur- 
rents, and other oceanographic 
factors. 
3. Determination of what ad- 
ditional research and testing 
would be required to provide 
data for a full-scale recon- 
naissance investigation. 
4. Development of a program 
for a full-scale reconnaissance 
Investigation to determine the 


actual engineering and econ- 
omic feasibility of the project. 
Economics of the project are 
speculative until the complex 
engineering and other techni- 
cal problems are more clearlv 
understood and resolved. How- 
ever, rough costs prepared bv a 
consultant firm, the National 
Science Engineering Company, 
indicate that the cost of water 
delivered through the aqueduct 
could be competitive with the 
cost of water delivered by con- 
ventional means. 


A full reconnaissance stud) 


to appraise the proposal would 
require 5-1/2 years and about 
S2 million to complete,accord- 
ing to Ellis L. Armstrong, Com - 
missiotier of Reclamation. The 
aqueduct plan has been suggest- 
ed as an alternative to the con- 
struction of conventional over- 
land facilities or other methods 
of providing supplemental water 
supplies to southern Califor- 
nia, including desalting.

The Worlds Largest 
Artificial Salmon 
Spawning Facility 


The Red Bluff Diversion Dam will eventually operate with three 


distinct purposes; (1) Provide water for Irrigation of agricultural 
lands to the south; (2) Provide spawning beds for up to a 100 
million salmon eggs a year; (3) Provide a recreational area for 
boaters, fishermen, and campers above the dam on Lake Rad Bluff. 


The project began in 1962 with the construction of the diversion 


dam, was originally intended only as an irrigation project. With 
the creation of plans for the fish spawning facility, the completion 
date was extended to September 1971. 


The diversion dam is 77 feet high and 752 feet across, at an 


altitude of 235 feet above sea level. It is constructed with eleven 
gates, 60 feet long and 18 feet high, In the spillway section, regul- 
ating the flow of water through it. 


The canal headworks are designed to divert up to 2,700 cubic 


feet per second of water into the Tehama-Colusa Canal through 
five 11.5 feet by 10 feet radial gates. Water intended for the fish 
spawning facility, flows through a "settling basin." The basin is 
for the purification of the water to a point suitable for spawning.

Movie Ratings Both 
Bonanza Ana* Burden

NEW YORK (AP) -The 
con- 


troversial X-rating for movies 
is proving both a bonanza and a 
burden to the people who oper- 
ate the nation's theaters. 
The bonanza Is obvious from 
the box-office success of the 
sex-oriented films, both the In- 
eptly made ones that make up 
with sex scenes what they lack 
in quality, and the fine film ef- 
forts which were given the rat- 
ing because of what was consid- 
ered 
excessive 
nudity 
or 


obscenity. 
The burden Is primarily one 
of moral responsibility and In 
enforcing the Industry-devised 
ratings system-an X-tag bars 
youngsters under 16, with local 
variations In age, from attend- 
ing the movie under any cir- 
cumstances. 
For the theater owners and 
managers, the responsibility 
often conflicts with commerce, 
as they are faced with a plethora 
of sex films, major productions 
as well as cheaper "nudfes," 
and a dearth of others. 
Some of the nation's movie 
exhibitors have voluntarily re- 
fused to play X-rated films, but 
for the most part, circuit own- 
ers have opted in favor of com- 
merce. 


A recent survey by the Young 
National Association of Theater 
Owners, or Young NATO, a 
small group of second-genera- 
tion movie house owners, show- 
ed that between 1,000 and 1,500 
theaters have declined to show 
X-rated films. In a question- 
naire sent out last September 
to 19,000 theater managers, 47 
per cent of the 3,164 who re- 
plied in the anonymous survey 
said they would not play X- 
ftlms. 
Of those who did play X-films, 
70 per cent said they enforce the 
ratings restrictions and exclude 
all underage patrons. 
Don Durwood, chairman of* 
Young NATO, who runs movie 
houses in Kansas City, Mo., and 
other cities in the Southwest and 
West, said be thought the num- 
ber would be less now, because 
since the survey, in October and 
November, "there was not much 
else to play." 
Durwood noted that most of 
those who declined the X-films 
were from cities of toss than 
100,000 population. "They're 
playing them in the larger cit- 
ies," he said, "but these small- 
er situations have a lot of sen- 
sitive pressures." 
The Young NATO members, as 
a result of the survey, recom- 
mended that the ratings system 
be modified to distinguish be-, 
tween X-rated pictures made 
strictly for exploitation and

those made with serious artistic 
intent. 
One of the pictures Dunroed 
Theaters bypassed in Kansas 
City was "I Am Curious, Yel- 
low" a sexually explicit Swed-. 
ish film which has caused thea- 
ter owners the greatest concent 
and still is the subject of court 
litigation in numerous cities. 
Dick Smith, state manager of 
National General Corp. Fox' 
Theaters, resigned his Job to 
protest a Phoenix, Ariz., book- 
ing of "I Am Curious." Its 
American distributor, Grove 
Press, does not subscribe tothe 
rating code of the Motion Pic- 
ture Association of America, 
but has self-imposed an X re- 
striction on the import. 
MORE MOVIE 


The public indeed made suc- 
cesses of many X-rated films 
last year. "I Am Curious" 
grossed $6.6 million since tt 
was released In the United 
States a year ago, more than $1 
million of tt in New York alone. 
According to Variety, tt was the 
12th highest grossing film In the 
nation. Another X<rsted film. 
"Midnight Cowboy,** • ranked 
seventh, wtth an UMblllieft 
gross since it was released tost 
March. The top-grossing film, 
however, was Disney's "The 
Love Bug," followed bythe mu- 
sical, "Fumy Girl," 
The majority choice of cash 
over cautious use of X-rated 
films by theaters was sharply 
attacked by Walter Resde, Hew 
York-New Jersey theater owner 
and heed of a film distributing 
company that released the film 
version of "Ulysses'* several 
years ago after numerous cent 
fights. 
"The X-classification," Reafe 
said recently "has inspired the 
production and release of trash 
the likes of which was un- 
dreamed of five years ago, even 
18 months ago..."

NEW YORK (AP) -T h e con­ 
troversial X-rating for movies 
is proving both a bonanza and a 
burden to the people who oper - 
ate the nation’s theaters. 
The bonanza is obvious from 
the box-office success of the 
sex-oriented films, both the in­ 
eptly made ones that make up 
with sex scenes what they lack 
in quality, and the fine film ef­ 
forts which were given the ra t­ 
ing because of what was consid­ 
ered 
excessive 
nudity 
or 
obscenity. 
The burden is primarily one 
of moral responsibility and in 
enforcing the industry-devised 
ratings system-an X-tag bars 
youngsters under 16, with local 
variations in age, from attend­ 
ing the movie imder any cir­ 
cumstances. 
For the theater owners and 
managers, the responsibility 
often conflicts with commerce, 
as they are faced with a plethora 
of sex films, major productions 
as well as cheaper "nudies," 
and a dearth of others. 
Some of the nation’s movie 
exhibitors have voluntarily re ­ 
fused to play X-rated films, but 
for the most part, circuit own­ 
ers have opted in favor of com­ 
merce. 
A recent survey by the Young 
National Association of Theater 
Owners, or Young NATO, a 
small groif) of second-genera­ 
tion movie house owners, show­ 
ed that between 1,000 and 1,500 
theaters have declined to show 
X-rated films. In a question­ 
naire sent out last September 
to 13,000 theater managers, 47 
per cent of the 3,164 who re ­ 
plied in the anonymous survey 
said they would not play X- 
films. 
Of those who did play X-films, 
70 per cent said they enforce the 
ratings restrictions and exclude 
all underage patrons. 
Don 
Durwood, 
chairman of* 
Young NATO, who runs movie 
houses in Kansas City, Mo., and 
other cities in the Southwest and 
West, said he thought the num­ 
ber would be less now, because 
since the survey, in October and 
November, "there was not much 
else to play." 
Durwood noted that most of 
those who declined the X-films 
were from cities of less than 
100,000 population. “ They’re 
playing them in the larger cit­ 
ies," he said, "but these small­ 
er situations have a lot of sen­ 
sitive pressures." 
The Young NATO members, as 
a result of the survey, recom­ 
mended that the ratings system 
be modified to distinguish be­ 
tween X-rated pictures made 
strictly for exploitation and

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those made with serious artistic 
Intent. 
One of the pictures Durwood 
Theaters bypassed in Kansas 
City was "I Am Curious, Yel­ 
low’’ a sexually explicit Swed-. 
ish film which has caused thea­ 
ter owners the greatest concern 
and still is the subject of court 
litigation in numerous cities. 
Dick Smith, state manager of 
National General Corp. Fox 
Theaters, resigned his job to 
protest a Phoenix, Ariz., book­ 
ing 
of "I Am Curious." Its 
American distributor, Grove 
Press, does not subscribe tothe 
rating code of the Motion Pic­ 
ture Association of America, 
but has self-imposed an X re­ 
striction on the Import.

The public indeed made suc­ 
cesses of many X-rated films 
last year. "I Am Curious" 
grossed $6.6 million since it 
was 
released 
in the United 
States a year ago, more than $1 
million of it in New York alone. 
According to Variety, it was the 
12th highest grossing film in the 
nation. Another X-rated film. 
“ Midnight Cowboy," 
ranked 
seventh, with an $11-miIlion 
gross since it was released last 
March. The top-grossing film, 
however, was Disney’s "The 
Love Bug," followed by the mu­ 
sical, "Funny Girl," 
The majority choice of cash 
over cautious use of X-rated 
films by theaters was sharply 
attacked by Walter Reade, New 
York -New Jersey theater owner 
and head of a film distributing 
company that released the film 
version of "Ulysses" several 
years ago after numerous court 
fights. 
"The X-classification," Reade 
said recently "has inspired the 
production and release of trash 
the likes of which was un­ 
dreamed of five years ago, even 
18 months ago . . . "
